RACE AVAR. 
The Negroes and W hites in the South 
W orking Up Factions. 
New O rleans, September 3d.—A rica- 
yune's Jackson (Miss.) special says: Iu au 
interview to-day Governor Lowrev made 
in substance this answer to general ques­ 
tions as to the state of affairs in Letloru 
county: 
“On arriving at Greenwood I found some 
excitement among the people, not as I be­ 
lieve from any fear of bloodshed between 
the races in a conflict of arms, but rather 
the menace of the negroes and tbeir defiant 
attitude of two days before, and this was 
probably intensified by the fact that the 
negroes, or at least quite a number of them 
were armed with Winchester rifles. The 
inaccessibility of il in ter City and the vicinity 
of the disturbance rendered information 
from there very diflScult. In the mean 
while three military companies had ar 
rived, and quite a number of volunteers 
front the surrounding counties of Carrollden 
and Grenada. 
“The citizen volunteers, or a number of 
them, at least, seemed determined to have 
matters their own way. I feared that 
they went to the scene of disturbance in 
the excited state in which they were they 
would do harm instead of good. 
"After consultation, it was finally decided 
that the military instead of the citizen vol 
unteers should be sent to Minter City to 
aid the Sheriff in enforcing the laws.” 
In conclusion, the Governor said he had 
no fears of further trouble. 
The Capital Light Guards of this city ar 
rived here from Leflore county at 3 p. m 
to-day. They report that there were 275 
armed negroes congregated near Minter 
City, hut they had been dispersed before 
the arrival of the military. 
There was a large body of white men 
mounted and armed, who liad flocked 
there from various points before the arrival 
of the troops. These men had dispersed 
the negroes and captured some of the 
leaders. 
Reports as to whether any of the negroes 
had been killed, or the number captured 
were very conflicting. 
One negro was certainly killed by 
another negro for refusing to join them 
One man told the officers that he saw six 
dead negroes. Other reports place the 
number higher, while some denied there 
had been any killed, except the one men 
tioned above. 
The troops captured and turned over to 
the Sheriff’forty negroes. It was reported 
that after the troops left one of the negro 
leaders was bung. 
The Sheriff under whose orders the 
troops were placed, notified them they 
were needed no longer, and they took his 
receipt for the negroes they had captured 
and left by boat. 
A member of the company told a corre­ 
spondent it was impossible to get any re 
liable information as to what really oc­ 
curred. 
It was certain that from 300 to 400 ne­ 
g o:s were armed and congregated, towing 
vengeance against the whites. On Saturday 
night it was certain a large body of whites 
had dispersed them and captured some of 
them, hut no two accounts could be ob­ 
tained of the loss of human life, as the 
violence occurred back from the river sev 
era! miles. 
The white people of Shell Mound de­ 
serted the place on Saturday and sought 
refuge in safer quarters.

It is W elcom ed by the People Through­ 
out M ontana. 
H elena (Mont.), September 3d.—The 
forest fires which have been raging in the 
mountains for the last six weeks are now 
supposed to have been extinguished bv the 
heavy rain and snow which feil Sunday 
night. In the vicinity of Eiliston and Ten 
Mile snow covers the ground to a depth of 
from four to six inches. The fires raged 
fiercely Saturday and Sunday. Fifteen 
hundred people, it is estimated, turned out 
at Eiliston and oilier places to fight the fire. 
They worked all night Saturday and until 
1:30 on Sunday morning. They came out 
with scorched faces, burned clothing and 
bloodshot eyes. Huge cinders were blow­ 
ing in the air, and the fail of rain and snow 
was never so welcome as it was then. 
In the vicinity of Eiliston snow to the 
depth of from four to six inches covers the 
ground. Fires raged fiercely Saturday and 
Sunday. 
Fifteen hundred people it is estimated 
turned out at Eiliston to fight the fire. 
They worked all night Saturday and to 
half past 12 Sunday night. Many came 
out with scorched faces, burned clothing 
and bloodshot eyes. 
Huge cinders' were blowing in the air 
and the arrival ol the rain and snow was 
never so welcome as it was there. 
In the morning the top of the range was 
covered with snow, a very rare occurrence 
at this season of the year. 
The fire still smolders in the trunks of 
trees aud may take a fresh start if the wind 
rises. 
Many bridges have been burned as well 
as miners’ cabins. The snow-fall saved 
the town of Jay Gould and the Gould Mill 
and milling property there. 
The fire at Ten Miles was a disastrous 
one. The timber in that section was fir, 
cedar and pine, and was said to be the 
finest fores! in Montana. Hundreds of 
trees were four feet thick at the trunk. 
There was one pile of logs which stood 
twenty feet high and Ihree hundred feet 
long. 
The area burned is very large aDd the 
occupation of the woodmen in that section 
is gone forever, as everything is burned to 
ashes.

Testim ony Taken Before the Senatorial 
Com m ittee Yesterday. 
Chicago, September 3d. — At to-day’s 
meeting of the Senatorial Committee on 
Dressed Beef and Transportation, A. C. 
Halliwell, of the Drover s Journal, was ex­ 
amined. When asked if he thought that 
the dressed beef industry was prospering in 
Omaha and Kansas City, Halliwell said it 
was gaining very rapidly. He thought that 
the depressed condition of trade in St. 
Louis was not due to a combination which 
discriminated against St. Louis dressed beef 
in favor of that shipped Irom Chicago. He 
had heard that three men were in a com­ 
bination of that kind, but did not think it 
was tor the purpose of diverting trade from 
St. Louis, as one of them had extensive 
interests in that city. There was a plan by 
which they received $15 a car rebate on all 
meat shipped front Chicago, but the witness 
thought that that was discrimination 
against Chicago which that rebate did not 
overcome. 
In the afternoon Charles E. Ingersoll was 
the first witness. He testified principally 
about the range of prices for cattle during 
the list ten years. 
Joseph Eastburn, a stock-yards commis­ 
sion man, said he saw a marked change 
in the market of late years. While the 
supply of stock increased, the number of 
buyers showed no proiportionate increase. 
He attributed this to the dressed beef men. 
Albert McCurdy did not think the 
dressed beef ruen manipulated the market. 
Fred. J. Rowland, a former chief book­ 
keeper and confidential man for Nels Mor­ 
ris & Co., was asked whether he 
knew of any argreement or combination 
between Morris, Armour, Swift, and others. 
He replied they had made a combination 
among themselves to sustain the price of 
dressed beef. 
They agreed on certain 
prices in certain States, and there were cer­ 
tain States excluded. That is in those 
States they could pay any price they chose. 
Mr. Rowlands said the solution of the 
present difficulty was an organization of 
cattle-raisers to ship cattle to Europe and 
kill them there. 
Senator Vest said that if the producers 
had the hundred million dollars that the 
dressed beef men have they might do it, 
but the producers have to get their money 
as they can. 
The absence of prominent dressed beef 
shippers, who had been summoned, visibly 
irritated Senator Vest. 
Finally a recess was taken until to-mor­ 
row, and it is understood that Senator Far- 
well will use his influence to secure the 
attendance of Messrs. Armour, Morris and 
others, without attachments. 


SECURING A JURY. 
Q uestions Propounded to Hie Jurors in 
the Cronin M urder Case. 
Chicago, September 3d.—The Cronin 
trial was resumed to day. Judge McCon­ 
nell decided to allow the following ques­ 
tions askpd by the defense of the talesmen: 
First—Have you formed an opinion as to 
whether Dr. Cronin was taken to the Carl­ 
son cottage by the horse and buggy en­ 
gaged by Daniel Coughlin from Dynan, the 
liveryman ? 
Second—Have you an opinion as to 
whether or not Martin Burke, one of the 
defendants, was a tenant of said Carlson 
cottage? 
Third—Have you an opinion that the 
so-called Clan-na Gael Society was in any 
way to blaute for the murder of Dr. Cronin? 
Fourth—Have you formed an opinion as 
to whether the death of Cronin was the re­ 
sult of a conspiracy? 
Fifth—Have you formed an opinion as 
to whether any of these defendants was a 
member of said conspiracy? 
The selection of the jury was then re­ 
sumed. 
The afternoon was devoted entirely to 
the examination Jof talesmen. Four men 
were tendered to the prosecution by the 
defense, but two of them were peremp­ 
torily challenged by th¿ State and excused. 
The remaining two men were held over un­ 
til to-morrow, and it is possible the State 
may conclude to accept one or even both of 
these gentlemen. 
No definite progress, therefore, in the 
selection of a jury has been made thus far. 
and the prospects are that a full jury will 
not be secured until the peremptory chal­ 
lenges of both sides are exhausted and 
legal disqualifications become only a pre­ 
text for rejecting a juror.

NAT IONAL BANKRUPTCY. 
Outline 
o f the Rill 
A shed 14i Congress will 
Pass, 
M i n n e a p o l i s , September :ti.—Tae Na­ 
tional Bankruptcy Convention, consisting 
of representatives of various commercial 
bodies of the United States, to formulate a 
national bankrupt law, assembled at the 
West Hotel this morning. 
J. L. Torrey, of St. Louis, the President, 
called the Convention to order, and ap­ 
pointed committees on credentials andjper- 
manent officers, when a recess was ta'ken. 
On reassembling, art address of welcome 
was delivered by Judge Atwater, from the 
Minneapolis Chamber ot Commerce, to 
which Judge Torrey responded 
The committee then presented a bank­ 
rupt bill drawn by Judge Torrey. A few 
amendments were offered, and rete:ted to 
the committee. 
The proposed bill is to be presented at 
the next session of Congress. It is very 
plain and ciear Jurisdiction in bankruptcy 
proceedings is conferred upon tiro United 
States District Courts, and the appointment 
of a relrree is pro vided for at a fixed salary 
of $3 0C0 per annum. The trustee is to be 
nominated by the creditors, and the Dis­ 
trict AMorney i u u m examine everv b a n k ­ 
rupt at the first meeting of the creditors, 
and also a t the iast meeting before the 
deh'or is discharged.

Persons who are guilty of commercial 
dishonor, or who have defaulted on cotu- 
ruercia! paper or open accounts for forty 
days, may be forced into bankruptcy 
Fraudulent preferences are forb'dden, 
and valid liens created in good faith are 
pro'ected. 
The bankrupt is allowed exemptions ac­ 
cording to the State in which he fives. If 
he can show a faultless record and clean 
hands he will be immediately discharged, 
no matter how small a dividend ne may 
pay.

THE FRICTION AT THE SOUTH. 


The conflicts in the South between the 
whites and the blacks in certain sections 
have led several of our contemporaries 
into the expression of fears that there is 
about to be inaugurated » war of races. 
The Alta believes that the negro has been 
led by the stories of war iu Hayti and the 
feats of colored soldiers there, into the de 
lusion that he can here safely rise and 
put down the whites. 
We do not see any 
reason for such a conclusion. 
There may 
be a few men in the South who may have 
thus played upon the ignorance of certain 
of the colored people. 
But the masses of 
that race have neither the desire to rise 
in insurrection nor to he at enmity with 
the white people. 
The mass of them have 
interests, industrial and otherwise, with 
the whites that render such a thing as a 
race war suicidal. 
The pocket nerve is 
the most sensitive, and the negro of the 
South is as fully alive to industrial possi­ 
bilities that are opening up to him as are 
any others. 
H e is not likely to wreck 
everything by attempting to inaugurate a 
reign of terror, in which lie finds himself 
opposed by the bayonets of the Govern­ 
ment that above all things else he pro­ 
foundly respects and fears. 
That there is 
unrest and more or less ill-feeling among 
the blacks at the South is undeniable, and 
at the risk of being deemed a political 
sensationalist, we venture the assertion 
that it can be shown that the whites are 
most blameworthy for these undesirable 
conditions. 
They have drawn the color 
line in all affairs with a strictness that has 
left the colored man outside of rights and 
remedies that it his sovereign privilege to 
enjoy. 
The fact that the white man in 
the South has constantly engaged in de­ 
nial of the right of the negro to better his 
condition except under the domination of 
the white man, goes a long way in ac­ 
counting for the present difficulties. That 
there should be sporadic outbursts here 
and there indicates that at remote points as 
well as in centers of population, some un­ 
usual or more than usually flagrant inva­ 
sion of the rights of the colored man has 
been attempted, or, at least, that he so be­ 
lieves. 
Certainly there is lacking all the 
elements of preparation, contemplation and 
malice that would mark the opening of a 
rebellion or of a race war. 
If the South­ 
ern people will cease the iteration of their 
fears, and the constant overhauling of 
their phrases about black domination, we 
l>elieve that there will he manifest but lit­ 
tle unrest on the part of the blacks. 
The 
South has been shouting “wolf” at every 
turn, until, possibly, some blacks have come 
to believe that they are bound to make 
an effort to terrorize. 
It would he an 
excellent plan for our Southern brethren 
to adopt, to leave the negro severely alone 
and note the result of such a policy. 


THE LABOR PARADE. 


in the training of wvmien, the physical 
condition of our wives and daughters could 
lie immensely improved. 
We assert it 
“ without fear of successful contradiction," 
as the old challenge runs, that if young 
women were no more “ skittish” about 
appearanoe in gymnasium costume, than 
they are free about exposuie in close-fit­ 
ting garbs at the seaside in bathing season, 
they could receive instruction in the for­ 
mer that would contribute greatly to their 
general good health and their happiness. 
But in fact the gymnasium costume is not 
at all immodest, and does not indecently 
expose the female form divine. It is simply 
neat, roomy, free from whalebone, springs, 
corded lines, heavy skirts and confining 
corsets. 
There should be well stocked and 
managed gymnasiums for women in every 
town in the land. 
Every woman ought to

fitted to her case, and to the bringing into 
healthy play of all the muscles of her 
body.

The laltor parade in San Francisco on 
Monday was an orderly and well con­ 
ducted affair. 
There was not an intoxi- 
eated man in the line, and the working­ 
men of the metroj>olis thus demonstrated 
their capacity to control the membership 
in the organized bodies, and to direct it in 
an orderly manner. 
The parade was a 
protest, or a petition, as it may lie taken, 
against long hours of labor—that is, a 
demonstration for such division of the 
hours of the day as will afford the work­ 
ing forces of the land opportunity for 
reasonable recreation and rest. 
We appre­ 
hend that there is really no opposition to 
such adjustment wherever it can be ef­ 


fe cte d by mutual agreement. 
There is no 
antagonism to the use of moral suasion for 
the shortening of the hours of labor some­ 
what, from the maximum that has obtain­ 
ed for most part in the past. 
But what 
the sentiment and justice of the country 
has opjKtsed, and will continue to resist, is 
the attempt to coerce men into any policy 
in the matter. 
The strike aud the boy­ 
cott, as means to the end, cannot have 
favor, and are the weapons that most gen­ 
erally turn against those who invoke their 
use. 
The artisans and workers for wages 
have the power, as they have themselves 
demonstrated, to 
accomplish 
wore 
by 
orderly 
non-coercive 
and 
inoffensive 
methods, than by employment of any 
others. 
The sympathy of the American 
people is more easily won than it is 
driven—indeed, it cannot lie driven. 
The 
American worker has come to this con­ 
clusion, if we read him aright, and is now 
moving in his effort to effect reform in 
that way. 
Thus far he has met with suf­ 
ficient encouragement to warrant him in 
still continuing in the same liuc. 


JUDGE ARMSTRONG DECIDES THAT HE 
HOLDS OFFICE LEGALLY. 


A n I n te re s tin g a n d C o m p re h e n s iv e D e ­ 


cisio n D e te rm in in g a n I m p o r ­ 


ta n t O u e stio n . 


In the case of the people vs. George Nel­ 
son, recently convicted in the Superior 
Court of robbing Thom as Davis, near the 
American river bridge, a motion was made 
by the defendant’s attorneys. J. C. Tubbs 
and W . A. Anderson, for arrest of judg­ 
m ent on the ground that there had been no 
legal holding of the defendant,he having bad 
his prelim inary exam ination before W. A. 
H enry. Township Justice of the Peace. The 
points of the motion were fully stated in the 
R ecord-Union at the tim e ot its hearing. 
The question involved is im portant, inas­ 
m uch as its determ ination affects the valid­ 
ity of the acts of one of the m unicipal tri­ 
bunals. After argum ent by the defendant’s 
counsel, and by District Attorney Bruner 
for the people, Judge Armstrong took the 
m atter under advisement. Yesterday he 
rendered the following opinion: 
Section 2 of Article V I. of the Constitu­ 
tion of California provides that “ the Legis­ 
lature shall determine the 
num ber of 
Justices ot the Peace to be elected in town­ 
ships, incorporated cities and towns, or 
cities and counties, and shall fix by law 
the powers, duties and responsibilities of 
Justices of the Peace.” Pursuant to that 
provision ot the Constitution, the Legisla­ 
ture, by an am endm ent to Section 103 of 
the Code of Civil Procedure, provided that 
there should be in each township of the 
various counties one Justice of the Peace, 
to be elected by the qualified electors of the 
township; and that in cities having 10,000 
and not more than 20,000 inhabitants there 
should be one Justice of the Peace, and in 
cities having 20,000 and not more than 
100,000 inhabitants two Justices of the 
Peace, to be elected in like m anner by the 
electors of such cities, respectively. 
The objection to the validity of the ex­ 
am ination of the defendant in this case was 
that Justice H enry, before whom exam ina­ 
tion was had, had been appointed by the 
Board of Supervisors »s the successor to 
Justice Brown, deceased. Brown had been 
elected by the people as Township Justice 
of the township of 
Sacramento. It is 
claimed that inasm uch as there is no town­ 
ship organization in the cityot Sacramento, 
there could be no Township Justice of the 
Peace. The power of the Legislature, how­ 
ever, to provide for Justices of the Peace 
does not depend upon the organization of 
township governments. 
The Legislature 
has the power to authorize the eletion or 
appointm ent of Justices of tbe Peace within 
a district of a county called a township, 
w hether it has any other internal organiza­ 
tion or not. It will be observed that the 
Constitution does not make it a condition 
precedent that there shall be an organized 
townsnip government to this exercise of 
the legislative function to create the office 
of Justices of the Peace. The Court cannot 
affect to be ignorant of the fact that though 
this Siate has been in existence for more 
than a quarter of a century, there never has 
been any systematic organization of tow n­ 
ship governm ents; yet the power of the 
Legislature to appoint Justices of the Peace 
or to provide for their election w ithin a 
particular district has never been ques­ 
tioned. It is now too late to question that 
power. 
I am of the opinion that Justice Henry 
is a Justice dc jure; but if not, he is a Ju s­ 
tice defacto, and, so far as these proceed­ 
ings are concerned, his acts are as valid as 
if he were a Justice dc jure. Our Supreme 
Court has broken down the barrier which 
seemed to m ark the partition between acts 
of a judicial officer dc facto and those of a 
ministerial officer. It will be conceded 
that in England, from whence we derive 
our system of jurisprudence, Judges and 
other judicial officers received a commis­ 
sion lor a particular term and for none 
other. Therefore it was that in that coun­ 
try, under those laws, there could be no 
such a thing as a Judge de facto, because, 
when the tim e had expired "for which he 
had his commission to hold a term of 
Court, upon the face of his commission he 
had no other functions to perform. But in 
this country, where judicial officers are 
elected for prescribed term s of office, the 
same as m inisterial officers, the reason for 
the distinction ceases. The old maxim is 
that where the reason ceases, the law also 
ceases. In the case of the People against 
W yman (15 Cal., 73), the question arose 
w hether a County Judge acting de facto 
with the Associated Justices who were 
elected constituted a Court of Sessions. 
That case arose on an appeal from a con­ 
viction for manslaughter. The Court there 
said: 
"There is nothing in the point that 
the Court of Sessions in which t h : indict­ 
m ent was found was not legally organized. 
The Convention at which the Associate 
Justices were elected was presided over by 
a person who was then actiDg as County 
Judge, and the fact that it was afterward 
determined that another person had been 
legally elected to that office did not render 
his official acts illegal and invalid.” 
Under the then existing statute which 
created the Court of Sessions that Court 
was constituted of the County Judge and 
two Associate Justices. 
The Associates 
were elected by the Justices of tbe Peace ol 
the county, and the Convention was as­ 
sembled by the Couuty Judge. 
It was 
there held that the act of the County Judge 
in presiding at the Convention of Justices 
was de facto valid. 
But the question was more directly pre­ 
sented in auother case, where the convic­ 
tion was of m urder in the first degree, and 
the defendant, as in the case at bar, moved 
in arrest of judgm ent. The second point 
in that case is ihe only one that is material 
here to be considered. It was “that, ad­ 
mitting the act in question to be constitu­ 
tional, so far as the creation of the Fifteenth 
Judicial District is concerned, the Governor 
had no power, under the Cons’itution, to 
appoint aud commission a Judge of the 
Court thereby created, as required and di­ 
rected by the sixth section of said Act.” 
It was decided in the first volume of the 
California Reports that the Governor had 
no authority to appoint a Judge toan office 
created by the Legislature—that is, to make 
an appointm ent for the first te rm ; but 
ihat he could only appoint to fill vacancies 
which m ight occur after the office had 
been filled by election. That doctrine was 
affirmed in several cases, lastly in the 
eighth California. 
Mr. Anderson—"Is that the rule now ?” 
The Court—“That is the rule now.’1 
Mr. Anderson—"How was it in the in­ 
stances where the 
Governor appointed 
Judges of the Superior Court in the lower 
counties of this State where new Courts 
were created by the Legislature?” 
The Court—’’The Governor had no a u ­ 
thority to make these ap|>ointmeu's. 
I 
decided that principle in the Freem an 
case.” 
Mr. Anderson—“Then the act of tbe Gov­ 
ernor in m aking those appointm ents was 
void ?'* 
The Court—"I have no doubt about it. 
But the acts of those Judges de facto are 
valid, and that principle has been’dectded. 
In the case to which I now refer the Court 
said : ‘That the second point cannot be 
sustained in this action does not adm it of 
debate. The person who tilled the office of 
Judge at tue tim e this was tried was ap­ 
pointed and commissioned by the Governor 
under and in pursuance of the provisions 
of the Act in question. 
He entered, there­ 
fore, under color of right and title to the 
office, and become Judge dc lacio it not de 
jure, and his title to the office cannot be 
questioned in this collateral inode. 
(The 
l’eople vs. W hite, 24 \V>-nd 539; M clnstry 
vs. Tanner, 9 Jo d ií 133; H ildreth’s heirs 
vs. M clntire’s devisee. 1 J. J. Marshall, 
206) 
His title can only be questioned in 
an action brought directly for ibat purpose, 
as provided ip the fifth chapter of the 
Practice Act. The acts of de facto officers 
m ust be held valid as respec.’s the public 
aud the rights of third persons. A contrary 
doctrine, for obvious reasons, would lead ti> 
most pernicious resuits.’ ” 
The case of the Feople against Carroll 
(!• American Reports, 409) is exhaustive in 
the cousidera'ton of this question. 
W ith­ 
out reading from this decision, it is suf­ 
ficient to state that there the acts of a Justi* e 
of tbe Peace, whose judgm ent hail been 
attacked collaterally—tie having rendered 
a judgm ent of conviction of a defendant 
up n a charge ot libel and slander—were 
questioned upon the ground that the law 
under which he had been elected Justicc 
was unconstitutional 
The Court decided 
that the iaw was unconstitutional, and that 
the legislature had no authority under the 
Constitution of Connecticut to enact the 
law under which he was acting; but, not­ 
withstanding that, tbe Coutt held that the 
acts of the officer, until the law was de- 
j clared to be unconstitutional, were valid as 
the sets of a de facto officer. That caso 
covers the questions which have arisen in 
the case now under consideration. 
It therefore appears to the Court that the 


motion should be overruled. The Court 
holds that the County Government Act au­ 
thorized the appointm ent of Justices of the 
Peace in cases of vacancies; that the Legis­ 
lature provided for aTow nship Justice, and 
that, therefore, Judge H enry is de jure a 
Justice of tbe Peace; but if not that, his 
act as an exam ining officer is valid de facto.

EXPERT FORGERY. 


A Smooth Individual W orks Stockton, 
and Then llisappears. 
The City of Stockton was visited by an 
accomplished forger during the latter part 
of last week, who succeeded in passing 
forged checks cn at least eight prom inent 
business houses of that city, and then de­ 
parted. 
As it is believed that he headed for this 
city when leaving Siockton, a description 
of his appearance and modus operandi might 
be of interest. 
H e is about 5 teet 4 inches 
in hight, of medium build, has blonde 
hair and mustache, and a pale face. 
H e is 
described as being a good dresser and an 
excellent conversationalist. 
To give an 
idea of the m anner in which he works, the 
following is taken from the Stockton Mail s 
account of his operations: 
“At noon on Saturday the sleek operator 
went to Logan & Doan’s furniture store, on 
Main street, near California, and purchased 
from Theodore Franks, the salesman, bed­ 
room furniture worth $48 25. 
H e gave a 
check for $68, which the salesman accepted, 
the members of the firm being absent. 
The young man received $19 75 change, and 
ordered the goods to be delivered this 
m orning at a certain num ber on Rose 
street. 
After he had gone Franks stepped 
across to John H erm ann, at the Chicago 
saloon, and the latter cashed the check as 
an accommodation. This m orning be pre­ 
sented it at tbe Farm ers’ and Merchants' 
Bank, on which all the checks were drawn, 
and found it to be a forgery. 
H e went 
back to the furniture store witn it, and just 
as he arrived s íw the driver of the wagon 
returning with the furniture.no such num ­ 
ber as had been given existing on Rose 
street.” 
Other houses were swindled for am ounts 
varying from $10 to $30, there being no 
doubt as to the work being all done by tbe 
sam e individual. 
It is thought that he ob­ 
tained several hundred dollars altogether, 
and also several trunkluls of clothing.

LAW’S 
UNCERTAINTIES. 


THE SUPREME COURT DECIDES MANY 
KNOTTY POINTS.

The following large batch of Supreme 
Court opinions were filed in the office of J. 
S. Williams, Clerk ot the Sacramento Dis­ 
trict, yesterday: 
Morgan et al. (respondents) vs. Lones— 
An action to quiet title to several lots in 
Nevada City. As to some of the lots, the 
lower Court gave judgment for the defend­ 
ant, and to the other lots gave judgment 
for the plaintifls, from which judgment 
the appeal is taken by the defendant. The 
evidence was not brought up. The defend­ 
ant contended that upon the findings the 
judgment should have been for him. The 
Supreme Court affirms the judgment ap­ 
pealed from. 


TH E W ILL OF TH E PEOPLE GOVERNS. 
Gibson (respondent) vs. The Board of 
Supervisors of Trinity County—In Octo­ 
ber, 1888, the Board of Supervisors of 
Trinity county ordered a general election, 
at which the question of the issuance of 
county bonds to the amount of $14,000, for 
purpose of building bridges, was to be sub­ 
mitted. At the said election, more than 
two-thirds*of the qualified electors voting 
thereat voted in favor of the issuance of 
said bonds, but at several precincts a large 
number of the ballots east for the issuance 
of said bonds were not counted, so that at 
the canvass of the Board of Supervisors of 
the votes returned, it appeared that there 
was not a two-thirds majority in favor of 
the bonds, as required by the Constitution 
and the Statute. Thereupon the Board 
made an order declaring that the proposi­ 
tion to issue the bonds was lost. The 
plaintiff then brought this action against 
the Board, praying that the order of said 
Board be annulled. The lower Court found 
all the averments of the complaint to be 
true, and entered judgment decreeing that 
the issuance of the bonds was carried. The 
Board then appealed from the judgment. 
The Supreme Court affirms the judgment. 


A SACRAMENTO JUDGMENT AFFIRM ED. 
Younglove (appellant) vs. Steinman— 
This was a suit to e-.tjoin the enforcement 
of an assessment of the stock of a corpora­ 
tion on the grounds that the meeting of the 
Board of Directors at which the assessment 
was ordered was not legally called, and 
that the assessment was not made for any 
of the purposes allowed by law. A trial 
was had in the Superior Court of Sacra­ 
mento county, which resulted in findings 
and a judgment in favor of the defendants. 
The case was appealed, but the Supreme 
Court affirms the judgment. 


TH E LOWER COURT ERRED. 
P. T. McClure and .T. A. McClure (ap­ 
pellants) vs. John G. Colyear and Amanda 
Colyear, his wife—The defendants' demur­ 
rer to plaintiffs’ complaint was sustained 
with leave to plaintiffs to amend. For 
their failure to do so within the time 
granted, their default was entered and 
judgment in iavor of the defendants was 
thereupon rendered, from which plaintiff 
appeals. In regard to this case the Supreme 
Court says: 
“ The complai nt expressly avers that both 
defendants knew of and always acknowl­ 
edged the rights of plaintiffs until within 
sixty days next before the commencement 
of this action. The demurrer was sustained 
on the ground that the complaint was in­ 
definite and uncertain ; but we think it suf­ 
ficiently certain to put the defendants to 
their answer. The judgment is reversed 
and the cause remanded for further pro­ 
ceedings.” 
NEW TRIA L ORDERED. 
C. C. Smith (appellant) vs. E. H. Smith. 
The Supreme Court says: “A rehearing 
was granted in this case, and the same has 
been reargued, hut we adhere to our former 
decision and adopt the former opinion of 
Commissioner Hayne as the opinion of the 
Court. The judgment and order are re­ 
versed as to the northwest quarter of sec­ 
tion 13, township 2 south, range 13 east, 
and the cause remanded for a new trial as 
to said property, and said judgment and 
border are in all respects affirmed, the ap­ 
pellant lo recover one-half of the costs on 
appeal.” {Beatty, C. J„ and Thornton, J., 
dissenting.] 


A WATER-RIGHTS CASE. 
M ilson vs. Devine—The question in this 
case is, whether the judgment in a prior 
action is an estoppel in this. In the first 
action Wilson sued Devine and wife for 
tearing out his dam and interfering with 
the diversion of twenty-five inches of the 
stream at his dam. judgment was ren­ 
dered for $1 damages, with an injunction 
restraining the defendant from interfering 
with plaintiffs dam. The case is gone 
into with minuteness, and the Supreme 
Court concludes that the Superior Court 
erred in denying to the defendant the right 
to prove a prior appropriation above plain- 
tifl's dam, and in refusing to allow him to 
show that his right to such prior appropri­ 
ation had not been litigated in the former 
action. The judgment is reversed. 


A NON-RESIDENT MAY I!E AN EXECUTOR. 
In the matter of the estate of Emeline V. 
Brown, deceased—Emeline V. Brown died 
on the 10th of February. 1888, and at the 
time of her death was a resident of the city 
of Philadelphia. She left real property 
situated in the city of Sacramento of the 
value of about $15,000. She left a duly- 
executed will, disposing of all hei property 
to certain legatees who were non-residenis 
of this State. In her will George A. West 
was named as sole executor. The will was 
duly admitted to probate on l-'ebruary 21, 
1888, in the Orphans' Court of Philadelphia, 
and letters testamentary were issued to said 
West. On October 0, lSS--, a copy of the 
will and the probate thereof, duly authenti­ 
cated, was filed in the Superior Court of the 
county of Sacramento, and E. A. Burr, a 
resident of that county, filed a petition ask­ 
ing that letters of administration, with 
the will annexed, be issued to him. S. B. 
Smith, the Public Administrator, also filed 
a similar petition. Afterwards George A. 
West filed his petition, stating that lie de­ 
sired to act os executor of the will in the 
Stateoi California. The petitions were heard 
together, and an order was made admitting 
the will to probate and directing the issu­ 
ance of letters of administration, with the 
will annexed, to 8. B. Smith, the Public 
Administrator. The petition of West was 
denied, becauss of his being a non-resident 
of the State. 
In due time West moved the Court to 
set aside the order, denying his petition 
and granting that of Smith, and for a new 
trial, on the ground that the decision was 
not justified by the evidence. 
The Court 
granted the motion, and Smith appealed 
from the order. 
The Supreme Court says : ‘T he record 
presents but a single question of decision, 
viz.: Is a person who is named in a will as 
the executor thereof, but who is a non 
resident of this State, and has never been 
therein, for that reason 
alone incom­ 
petent to be appointed executor of the will 
, Af,er rev*ew'n8 the provisions of 
the < ode of Civil Procedure relating to pro­ 
ceedings in Probate Courts, the Supreme 
Court says that the lower Court properlv 
granted his (West's) motion for a new trial 
and the order is affirmed. 


AN EJECTMENT SUtT. 
John M. Ward (appellant) vs. Juliu 9 C. 
Matthews—This was an action in ejectment 
brought by plaintiff to recover possession 
ot 
acres of land. The judgment of the 
lower Court is affirmed. 


ÍR O P K B T r SOLD CSCDER A JUDGMENT. 
McShane (respondent) vs. Carter et al.— 
This is a suit lo enjoin the defendant, Car­ 
ter, Sheritt of Nevada county, from selling 
the property of the plaintiff under a judg­ 
ment oblniued by the defendant, Smith, 
against the Nevada Reservoir Ditch Com­ 
pany, from which plaintiff derived his title. 
The Court beU w gave judgment for the 
plaintif! when the case came up, and the 
defendant appeals. The Supreme Court, 
for various reasons, dismissed the appeal 
from the judgment, as it was taken too 
laie, and the order denying the motion for 
a new trial is reveversed and the cause re­ 
manded. 


AN ILL-A D V tfED DEFENDANT. 
South Y uba Water aud Mining Companv 
(respondents) v.s. lielorico G llosa—The 
platntit! had judgment for thirty dollars 
damages and a perpetunl injunction, as 
prayed for; and the ap|>eat is (rom the judg- 
men t, and from an order deny iug defendant's 
motion for a new trial. The Supreme Court 
affirms the judgment of the lower Couri. 


A TUOLUMNE MINING CASE. 
.Symons vs. Bunnell & Clark—This is 
an action of ejectment, to recover posses­ 
sion of two miniog claims, situated in Tu­ 
olumne county. The judgment was for 
the plaintiff. A motion for a new trial by 
the defendants was denied, from which 
they appeal. The Suprent9 Court says the 
judgment in this case was procure*! against 
the defendants under circumstances w hich 
entitle them to be relieved from it. The 
evidence shows that the neglect of the de­ 


fendants, on account of which the judg­ 
ment lien went against them, was exens- 
able. The Court below should therefore 
have granted them a new trial, and it erred 
in retusing it. The judgment and order 
are therefore reversed, and the cause re­ 
manded, that it may be again tried. [Judge 
McFarland dissents from the above opin­ 
ion.] 
MALICIOUS ATTACHMENT. 
Carter (respondent) vs. Paige—The suit 
was for damages for the malicious levy of 
an attachment by the defendant upon iands 
of the plaintiff. Judgment was entered 
against the defendant. The Supreme Court 
affirms the judgment, Judge Taornton dis­ 
senting. 
A PLUMAS COUNTY CASE. 
P. R. Welch (appellant) vs. The County 
of Plumas—This is an appeal from a judg­ 
ment entered upon the declination of 
plaintiff to amend his amended complaint, 
a general demurrer thereto having been 
sustained. 
The suit is over a wagon-road. 
Tne judgment is reversed and the cause 
remanded with instructions to the Court 
below to overrule the demurrer to the 
amended complaint, with leave to the de­ 
fendant to answer. 


A JUDGMENT REVERSED. 
Delia Hall, administratrix (appellant) vs. 
James Arnott et. al—An action to redeem 
from a mortgage in the form of a deed ab­ 
solute 
The Supreme Court says: "W hen 
a general statement of ownership of a 
mining claim is not nude in a pleadiDg, 
the pleading must show all the facts neces­ 
sary to constitute such ownership. Hence, 
as there was no issue as to ownership tend­ 
ered by the pleadings, the finding of the 
fact relative to the relocation of the 
ground must be disregarded. We there­ 
fore advise that the judgment and order be 
reversed, and the cause remanded, with 
the direction that judgment for plaintiff be 
entered in accordance with this opinion.” 


COMING TO THE FRONT. 
Florin Rapidly Developing as a Great 
Grape-Growing Locality. 
John McNie, a grape-grower in the vicin­ 
ity of Florin, called at the R ecord-U n io n 
office yesterday, to say that the grape- 
growers of that section are enjoying a 
highly prosperous season. They had the 
good sense to organize a local Fruit Asso­ 
c at:OD, of which David Reese is Manager, 
and have handled their own fruit since 
the shipning season opened. They have 
forwarded from one to two carloads of 
grapes daily sir.ee the 8th of August, and 
the s;ason will last for some weeks to 
come. 
The reports from Monday’s Eastern sales, 
made through the California Fruit Union, 
are highly satisfactory to the growers. 
Single crates of Tokays brought from $1 95 
to $2 15, and Muscats from $1 80 to $1 95. 
Black Moroccos brought from $2 40 to $3 30 
per single crates. Tnis would be at the 
rate of $330 per ton. 
The vineyards about Florin cover nearly 
400 acres, from which it will be seen that 
considerable Eastern money is pouring 
into that locality in exchange for its fruit. 
The Florin Fruit Association contém­ 
plales the erection of a cold storage ware­ 
house for shipping purposes before the 
next season 
opens. 
The fruit-growers 
about there have arrived at the conclusion 
—warranted by results—that they have one 
of the best grape sections of the State, and 
propose to heuceforih reap the best possible 
profit therefrom. 


TROUBLE IN A SCHOOL.

Mrs, II. Thisby, who resides on Andrus 
Island, four miles below W alnut Grove, is 
in this city, and contemplates instituting a 
suit for damages against Edward P. Howe, 
and perhaps the Trustees of the school on 
the island, which is situated about three 
miles above Isteton.

UNFORTUNATE AFFAIR. 


AN UNKNOWN MAN MEETS A VIOLENT 
DEATH AT BRIGHTON. 


T . C. P erk in s A d m in isters a F a ta l K ick 


to a D ru k en M an w h o w as 


In su ltin g . 


The village of Brighton (or Perkins, as 
officially designated l was last evening the 
scene of a most unfortunate affair, in which 
an unknown man lest his life at the hands 
of T. C. Perkins, the Postmaster, an old 
and esteemed resident of the place. Charles 
C. Perkins, his son, was seen late last night, 
and he made the following statement in 
regard to the tragedy : 
“We have a store and saloon at Perkins 
station. The deceased was a stranger who 
had been at work picking hops for Mr. 
Menke. 
He was discharged yesterday 
morning and came to our place about noon, 
and acted very disagreeable. He made 
trouble for us around the store all the 
afternoon. There were ladies coming and 
other customers to be waited on, and he 
was interfering and creating a great deal of 
trouble. 
“Mr. White, one of the clerks, ran him 
out once, but he remained aronnd, back 
and forth between our place and Mr. 
Pugh s all the atternoou. Three men came 
along in a wagon and deceased gave them 
some offensive remarks, and one of them 
got down and commenced pounding him, 
but the Constable was there and separated 
them. After that he was very abusive, be­ 
ing full of whisky, and created a great deal 
of trouble, as a drunken man will. 
“ My father was in Sacramento all day. 
When he came home this evening the man 
was still around there. There were pres­ 
ent William Fay, George Goods, my father 
and I, and another man, who works for 
John Rooney. I do not know his name, 
but everybody knows him around there. 
We were sitting there on the porch, and 
this fellow came around again and began 
making himself disagreeable. He sat down 
on the porch and commenced making some 
bad remarks, and my father told him to 
shut up. At that he became more abusive, 
and my father walked up to him and gave 
him a little kick with his foot, striking him 
just back of the ear. It was so dark he 
could not see where he was kicking him. 
My father then walked off, and we all 
stayed there for a few minutes. The fel­ 
low sat there for a few seconds and then 
fell over. I had no idea he was hurt much 
and thought he was ‘ playing off ’ 
“After a few minutes, as he did not get 
up, we went and picked him up, and saw 
from his face that he was in a bad condi­ 
tion. We got some water and put on his 
head, and tried to get some whisky down 
him, and used every possible means to 
bnng him to. Then I went and ordered a 
buggy hitched up arid sent for Dr. Matt- 
love. He breathed tor quite a little while, 
but died in about fifteen minutes, and was 
dead when Dr. Manlove got there. 
“ We telephoned to the Coroner and I 
ordered another buggy hitched, and ray 
fatherand I came to Sacramento and went 
to Albert Johnson’s house and related the 
circumstances to him. We then went to 
Sheriff McMullen’s and my father surrend­ 
ered himself to him. 
“My father feels terribly about the un­ 
fortunate affair. It was wholly accidental, 
as he had no idea of hurting him. or doing 
anything more than make him shut up 
and go away.” 


SCENE OF TH E TRAGEDY. 
A R e c o r d-U n i o n reporter went out to 
Brighton last night with Deputy Coroner 
Clark and Assistant Walson, and gathered 
some particulars of the affair from several 
eye-witnesses. They all agreed that the 
deceased had given Mr. Perkins every 
provocation to strike, and, in fact, two of 
them admitted that thev, too, had had 
trouble 
with 
the 
man. 
The 
clerk 
in one of the stores stated that deceased 
came into his place while he was waiting 
on some ladies, and began using vulgar and 
profane language. The clerk savs he went 
out and asked him to desist, on account of 
the ladies, but he only became more abus­ 
ive atd foul-mouthed. 
The clerk then 
went out after him and administered sev­ 
eral sound kicks, which had the effect of 
making the man leave the place and go 
over to Perkins’ side. There he became 
abusive again, and became involved in 
several other rows. 
Supervisors Tebbets and Greer drove by 
in a buggy, and the inebriated individual 
ran out into the road and tried to stop the 
team. 
Finally, he took a seat in front of the 
saloon on the low porch. Mr. Perkins and 
a couple of farm hands were the only per­ 
sons near him, so he began to abuse them. 
Finally Perkins became exasperated, and, 
walking over to where the man sat, dealt 
him a blow behind the right ear with his 
clenched fist, at the same time saying, 
“ I’ve stood enough of this.” 
The man fell over upon the ground and 
lay motionless. Nobody thought anything 
of this at first, but when it was noticed that 
he did not move Perkins went back and 
commenced shaking him. Still he did not 
move. A bucket of water was then pro­ 
cured and the man’s head bathed, but tono 
purpose. Then the doctor was sent for, 
and it wTas soon learned that the man was 
dead. 
All of the persons seen were positive that 
the blow was struck with the hand, and 
was not a kick. 


ALLEY WARFARE. 


It is T ak en to ilie P o lic e Court anti S eri­ 
o u sly A H erts «Judge llu c k le y . 
The warfare which has for months pre­ 
vailed with unceasing bitterness in an 
alley oil of II street, near Seventh, between 
the Wilhelmo, Marshall and Dunn fami­ 
lies, was transferred to the Police Court 
yesterday, and there raged 
for several 
hours, to the immense amusement of the 
large audience present. 
The case was pretty ba.ilv mixed tip 
when Judge Buckley called it up, but after 
lengthy explanations by the various and 
numerous attorneys engaged, it was found 
that Mrs. Dunu was charged with battery 
committed upon Mrs. Wilhelmn’s little 
girl, Eoima, and was represented by aitor- 
torney Esterhrook ; Mrs. Wilhelmn, in 
turn, was accused of disturbing Mrs. 
Dunn’s peace, and was represented by at­ 
torney E. C. Hart; Mrs. Marshall, a neigh­ 
bor, who became implicated in the row, 
was also charged with disturbing Mrs. 
Dunn’s peace, and had for her attorney 
that able legal advocate, Louis Goldstein; 
City Attorney Church prosecuted all handsi 
and wanted them ail jailed. 
Mrs. Wilhelmn opened the ball by tak­ 
ing the witness stand and testitying bow 
Mrs. Dunfi had been trying to “ boss ” t le 
alley, and how. on Friday last, Mrs. Dunn 
had severely thumped 
her (Mrs. Wil­ 
helmn'*) daughter, for no provocation at 
all. 
The thumped daughter corroborated her 
mother's testimony, and was positive that 
she had •• never done nothing ” to excite 
Mrs. Dunn. 
Auother little girl, Helen Marshall, who 
was with the Wilhelmn girl, also testified 
to similar facts, and her mother, Mrs. Lou­ 
ise Marshall, testified that she had wit­ 
nessed the thumping process from her back 
stoop. 
Then the Dunn side opened fire. 
Mrs. Dunn said she had never thumped 
the " Dutch brat,” only shoved her out of 
the way because she and the “ Marshall 
kid ' were occupying the whole alley. The 
girls ran home aud told their mothers, said 
Mrs. Dunn, and the maternal ire was forth­ 
with aroused. From their back steps thev 
shouted ‘‘ Irish 
bulldog” and 
“ Irish 
thing,” and other pet names, nntil they 
were hoarse. "A nd all tlier toirae Oi 
mver opened me mouth,” added Mrs 
Dunn. 
Several of the Dunn faction, including 
her two daughters, substantiated her story. 
Judge Buckley wiped the streaming per­ 
spiration front his feverish brow, and 
looked dazed. Never in his judicial exper­ 
ience had he b ten treated to such an exhi­ 
bition of tall swearing. 
Barrister Goldstein came to h¡9 Honor’s 
rescue with a speech in behalf of his client. 
Mrs. Marshall. He argued in his own 
original way that no case had been made 
out against Mrs. Marshall, and that she 
was only a persecuted witness. 
His Honor did not attempt to review the 
testimony tor fear of serious mental disar­ 
rangement, bur he was willing to take 
Judge Goldstein’s word for it that Mrs. 
Marshall was innocent, and discharged her. 
But he was evidently too bewildered to 
wrestle with the o:h«r cases, so be post­ 
poned judgment npon them until to-day. 


ALAMEDA'S TAXES. 


T lie Q u estion o í an In crea se C onsidered 
t»y th e S tate B oard o f E q u a liza tio n . 
The state Board of Equalization met in 
their Chamber at the Capitol ycserday af­ 
ternoon. There were present C. E. Wil- 
coxon, Chairman; John T. Guffey, Gordon 


E. Sloss, L. C. Morehouse, John P. Dunn, 
! and E. W. Maslin, Secretary. 
The matter before the Board was the 
consideration ol the assessment of Alame­ 
da county. In relation to that business 
there were present Senator W. E. Dargie, 
the Board of 
Supervisors of Alameda 
county, consisting of Bart. Morgan, Chair­ 
man; D. C. Brown, Hiram Bailey, W. S. 
Pelouze and David \V. Martin, County 
Clerk Charles T. Boardman, Countv As­ 
sessor Thomas Moiloy, and T. R. Porter, 
publisher of the Oakland Echoes. 
Messrs.Galley and Wilcoxon presented sta­ 
tistics gathered by them in Alameda county, 
tending to show that there was an under­ 
valuation of property in a number of in­ 
stances. 
County Assessor Moiloy pre­ 
sented figures it> show that he had not 
been remisss in his duties; that he had 
taxed all property equitably, conscien­ 
tiously, ar.d with due regard for its market 
value. Various members of the Board of 
Supervisors took part in the discussion. 
Mr. Boardman directed attention to the 
fact that the exact purchase price of prop­ 
erty was often put higher in the deeds, and 
also that appraisers of estates were usually 
not experts in real estate values. 
Senator Dargie dwelt upon the ratio of 
increase during Mr. Molloy’s adm inistra­ 
tion. In 1887 the total assessed valuation 
of Alameda county was $58,211,713- in 
1888, $64,646,911; in 18S9, $69 866,381-or 
an increase in three years oi nearly $12 - 
000,000. 
From remarks said to have been dropped 
by members of the State Board of Equal­ 
ization, it is believed that Assessor Mol­ 
loy’s tax levy will not be changed. Next 
Monday the Board of Supervisors of San 
Francisco are to appear and show cause 
why the assessment of that county should 
not be increased. The Assessor's increase 
in 1887 was over $20,000,000; in 1888, over 
$22,000,000, and in 1889, over $32,000,000.

NAGLE'S CASE 


Taken Up in tlie F ederal C ourt—The As­ 
sault ou Ju d g e S a iv jr, 
Saü F rancisco, September 3d.—The N a­ 
gle case was taken up again by Judge Saw­ 
yer, sitting in the United States Circuit 
Court this morning. The Court at its last 
sitting in the case announced that the tes­ 
tim ony of the witnesses of to-day would be 
taken before Judge Sawyer in the cham ­ 
bers. but owing to the hot weather the 
Judge decided to hold open Court. 
Since the last heariog of the case the 
Terry side suffered the loss of its principal 
attorneys, leaving Mrs. Terry w ithout legal 
advisers to push the case against Nagle. 
This circumstance caused Attorney-General 
Johnson of Sacramento to announce that 
he would appear on behalf of the prosecu­ 
tion in the event of the other prosecuting 
attorneys failing to appear. 
According to 
this announcem ent the Attorney-General 
was on hanil this morning, taking the 
place of tbeU nited States District Attorney, 
who has orders from the United States At­ 
torney-General to defend Nagle, the latter 
being a Government oflicer, and being en­ 
titled to the right of calling to his assist­ 
ance the District A ttorney. 
The most conspicuous figure in 
the 
Court-room this 
mornine, aside 
from 
Nagle, was that of Justice Field, who occu­ 
pied a seat in the jury box, surrounded by 
his friends 
and acquaintances, among 
whom were Colonel StevensoD, Jesse D. 
Carr, ex Senator Cross and Judge Curry. 
A ttorney H errin, when the case was 
called, suggested to the Court that as the 
case was about to come up it would per­ 
haps be advisable to review th e entire case 
and the cause of the killing of David S. 
Terry, and, acting upon his own sugges­ 
tion, m ade a complete but brief review of 
the case. 
TH E s t a t e ’s POSITION. 
Attorney-General Johnson replied to the 
learned counsel of the petitioners. H e 
gave notice that he would, as Attorney- 
General of the State, appear in the argu­ 
m ent upon the question of jurisdiction, 
but would take no part in the taking of 
testimony, although he would appear with 
the District Attorney of Stockton in the 
argum ent of the case next Tuesday. The 
Attorney-General then retired, leaving the 
Terry side w ithout a representative, when 
A ttorney H errin, for the petitioner, com­ 
menced introducing evidence tending to 
show the previous character of the Terrys, 
and the m atters connected with the suits 
against theU haron estate. 
The first witness called was Judge W al­ 
ter V an Dyke of Los Angeles, by whom it 
was desired to show the violent character 
of Mrs. Terry, and to recite the incidents 
connected with the assault on Judge Saw­ 
yer bv Mrs. Terry on the overland train 
from Los Angeles. The witness gave a very 
interesting account of how Mrs. Terry had, 
w hile passing the Judge, pulled his hair 
and acted in a violent m anner. 
Judge Sawyer listened to the account of 
his experience with Mrs. Terry w ithout 
any apparent concern, but those present in 
Court listened to it with a very noticeable 
eagerness. 
W illiam M. Coit was the next witness 
called. 
H e was an occupant of the same 
car in which Judge Sawyer and Judge and 
Mrs. Terry were sitting. H e testified that 
from the time 
TERRY and his wife 
E ntered the car the latter kept up a con­ 
tinued conversation with her husband, 
during which she repeatedly nodded her 
head in the direction of Judee Sawypr. 
H e witnessed Mrs. Terry walk past the 
Judge, and when behind bint pull the hair 
on the back of his head severely. The 
witness also beard the conversation be­ 
tween Terry and his wife. Terry cautioned 
his wife not to assault the Judge at that 
tim e, as there were witnesses in the car. 
H e also heard Mrs. Terry rem ark that she 
would show Judge Sawyer w hat was in 
store for him if he decided the Sharon case 
against her. Terry rem arked that the best 
thing to do with judge Sawyer would be 
to throw him into the bay. Mrs. Terrv’s 
actions caused the witness to believe that 
she was anxious to assault the Judge again, 
but was being restrained by her husband, 
who feared that there were too m any wit­ 
nesses in the car. 
M arshal Franks followed witness Coit. 
H is testim ony referred to the scene in the 
D istrict Court a year ago to-day. which re­ 
sulted in the arrest and confinement of 
Terry and his wife for contempt. 
Mrs. Terry's actions were boisterous and 
threatening toward the Judges, and her 
husband as weli as herself was continually 
m aking threats. Mrs. Terry was profane 
in her rem arks, and she referred to Justice 
Field as a “ bald-headed-------------- 
The knife taken from Terry by Nagle 
during the scuffle in the corridor after the 
scene in the Court-room was produced as 
evidence, as was also the pistol found in 
Mrs. Terry's satchel.
